Great Btftny Sold IB Decatttr But Is not a 


Wheel Town 


This has been the best season lor bl- 


cjcles that dealers ID Illinois 
have 


known. One dealer said yesterday that 
It was harder to get bicycles than It Is to 
sell them. Of coarse there are certain 
grades that are always In stock. A 
-grade, however, that sells from $73 to 
8100 Is moat popular, and most In de- 
mand and orders for this are always ten 
to a dozen ahead of the machines. More 
are sold at that price thant a an; other. 
A man's machine is sold for $50, bat 
comparatively few bay thatgrade. The 
highest price machines sell at about$150, 
but comparatively a small number pay so 
much as that. 


A Deeatur dealer said yesterday that 


he had sold more bicycles already this 
season than ha sold all last season. He 
has orders placed now for thirty more 
machines He has already sold over 100. 


Probably no city In Illinois the size of 


Deeatur has as many bicycles. It Is 
estimated that there 
are over 500 


t.chlnes In use In this city, yet It Is 


looked upon as a poor wheel town. There 
am only seven members of the League 
of American ; Wheelmen here.

men buy machines, use them awhile for 
business, but do not turn out to ride for 
pleasure simply. This lack of Interest 
has always prevented tbe organization 
of an energetic and active club.

They gave a meeting last 
summer that attracted attention all 
over the country. The meet got them 
In debt about 93,000, however, and that 
makes times hard for the club. It still 
turns oat flfty to seventy-five members

IT WAS TOTAL. 


A Great Eollpee at the Bun Sunday 


-Not Visible Here. 


Tbe total solar eclipse, which took 


plaes Sunday, was the largest ot tbe 
century and also the last of this century, 
from which any additions to ths history 
of solar physios can be obtained. Unfor- 
tunately, however, the eclipse 'was not 
viable tfom any point in the United 
States. It was observed, however, by 
Prof. J. M, Sohaeverie ot the Liek ob- 
servatory, who sailed for Chili in Janu- 
ary last, with tbe intention ot setting up 
a photo-heliograph in tbe beast ot the 
Andes, probably in the Sierra Blanco 
mining district, with the expectation of 
taking elaborate obsercstions. He took 
with him two telescopes and the observa- 
tory photo-heliograph, which his a lens 
five inches in diameter and a focal dis- 
tance ot forty feet. The duration of tbe 
totality ot tbe eclipse was nsarly five 
minutes. Tbe Royal Society of England 
sent out two erpaditiona for observation, 
purposee, one to Africa and tbe other to 
Brazil. The eclipse has excited much 
attention among astronomers both in 
this country and in Europe, and the ob- 
servations are expected to materially aid 
in solving man? unsettled problems con- 
nected with the spots, projections, co- 
rona and motion ot the son.

LONDOH, April IT.—Advices from Ber- 


lin, Brussels, Vienna and other Euro- 
pean capltala state that the authorities 
are looking- forward to the socialist 
demonstrations of May Day with even 
greater anxiety than lost year. Espe- 
cially is this the case in Brussels, where 
the exciting events of the past few 
days are believed to be the forerunners 
of a more desperate struffffle to come. 
The Belgian government has already 
taken steps to have a large military 
force in readinesj for a march on the 
capital, should disorder reach a point 
at which the police and the guard civ- 
iquo would lie incapable of dealing 
with it The guard civique numbers 
over 40,000 men and is recruited gener- 
ally from the middle classes. In the 
districts, however, where manufactur- 
ing and mining are almost the only in- 
dustries, the guard civique is largely 
composed of the working classes, and 
its members might not improbably be 
found lighting on the side of the pop- 
ulate, instead of enforcing order. 


King Leopold is strongly adverse to 
iolence, as long as it can be averted, 


anfl would not consent to any extreme 
use of the military arm unless it should 
appear to be absolutely necessary. He 
is said to be arriving, however, at that 
conviction, for evidence has been pre- 
sented to him going to prove that there 
Is something deeper in the present so- 
cialist agitation than to achieve univer- 
sal suffrage. 


It is reported that the Belgian au- 


thorities have information showing 
that a conspiracy exists for the over- 
throw of the monarchy and the estab- 
lishment of a republic, and that the 
conspirators count upon French sym- 
pathy if not upon French support. 
Leopold Is naturally a man of mild and 
liberal temper, but he is capable of 
great determination in a crisis, and 
should he be convenced that there are 
designs against his dynasty, he will ap- 
prove of the severest measures for the 
suppression and punishment of the 
plotters. 


The Berlin authorities will probably 


refuse to permit any socialist demon- 
stration on May day or only under 
such restrictions as to prevent the pos- 
sibility of any outbreak. The Prussian 
government fears that any extensive 
demonstration might be seized upon by 
the anti-Semitic agitators to raise a 
riot against the Jews, which, in the 
present temper of the working classes 
would not be difficult. 


In Vienna, it is stated, a May Day 


demonstration will be altogether pro- 
hibited and the prohibition enforced by 
the police with the aid, if necessary, of 
the military. Austrian manufacturers 
have been requested, in behalf of the 
government, not to grant any exemp- 
tion from labor to their operatives on 
account of May D.iy, and preparations 
are being made to put clown with rigor 
any movement of a disorderly charac- 
ter 


la Paris the authorities view the sit- 


uation with calmness and seem to have 
much less apprehension as to the fu- 
ture than is exhibited in other Euro- 
pean cities. The authorities believe 
that the lessons already given will have 
a deterrent effect upon the anarchists, 
ami they are satisfied that the worst 
of the terrorists have departed from 
France 
Great Britain at the Columbian Exposi- 
tion. 


British merchants and manufactur- 


ers are looking forward with increas- 
ing interest to the opening of the Chi- 
cago fair 
It may safely be asserted 


that notwithstanding tho luUewarra- 
ness of home British manufacturers, 
English con ti ibutions at Chicago will 
be well up to tho ancient standard, 
which has always been to hold first 
place among foreign exhibitors. 


Leaving out of the question the Brit- 


ish colonies, Great Britain has secured 
about as much space as either France 
or Oermanjr. 
As to the other branches 


of English industry, the effects of the 
Mc'Kinley tariff will be apparent in 
the display of textiles, in which Great 
Britain has always made a good show. 
Chemical products, soaps, perfumery, 
etc , will be fully represented, but this 
cannot be said of machinery, hardware 
anil cutlery, and (runs and ammuni- 
tion. 
Ship building will be repre- 


sented by a fine collection of ship mod- 
pis, and the railroad exhibits will be 
equal in quality, if not in quantity, to 
those of American railways. 


Owing to the almost general absti- 


nence of British electricians, there will 
be but a poor show in the electricity 
building, and American and German 
electricians will probably carry off the 
palm between them. A similar condl 
tioa of things will prevail in regard to 
mining and metallurgy 


It is fortunate that the contributions 


of Great Britain will be strongly sup- 
plemented by the exhibits from th« 
British colonies. 


English Boyaltsts Offended. 


&ome royal Englishmen are begin' 


ring to grow angry at seeing Queen 
Victoria's pictures upside down on let- 
ters posted by the Latter Day Jacob- 
ites. These individuals, who pretend 
to be intensely devoted to the defunct 
house (if Stuart, are treating the gov- 
ernment postage stamps in this dis- 
courteous fashion, while they put on 
their letters a Jacobite postage stamp 
with tne portrait of the Bavarian prin- 
cess. Maria Theresa, %vho according to 
Jacobite authority, is the legitimate 
soiereign of England. 
The general 


public have no objection to the Jaco- 
bites stamping their letters all over 


with protratts of a "Sown princesses 
and ihe authorities feel much the sanw 
way as long a» » genuine postage 
stamp is on the letter to carry it 
through the mails. But putting Queen 
Victoria's portrait upside down is not 
considered exactly decorous, and it is 
reported that steps will be taken to 
put an end to this peculiar form of the 
Jacobite fad.

Dlapexaod by Cavalry. 


BRUSSELS, April 17.—The strikers In 


Ghent are causing great excitement in 
that town. Among the men wha have 
quit work are a large number of weav- 
ers. The more orderly persons en- 
gaged in that occupation refused to 
join the strikers, and the fact greatly 
incensed the strikers. Yesterday the 
latter determined to force the working 
weavers to leave their looms, and in 
consequence a bloooy riot ensued. Tie 
rioters, numbering hundreds, attacked 
the workers and severely injured many 
of them. 
The police were promptly at the 


scene, but they were powerless to han- 
dle the mob. The strikers, aided by 
the usual crowd of loafers and vaga- 
bonds, turned on the police, and though 
the latter had the advantage of being 
armed, they were put to rout. Two 
police captains were quite 
badly 


wounded, presumably by the stones 
thrown at them. The entire portion 
of the city in which the disturbances 
occurred, was in an uproar. The strik- 
ers, af ier the retreat of the police, took 
possession of the quarter and acted in 
a most disgraceful manner. 


The civil authorities, finding that the 


riot was growing worse every minute, 
called upon the military for aid. Un- 
der orders from the central authority. 
which appears to realize thp gravity of 
the movement, the troops weie sent to 
render assistance whenever called on. 
A detachment of cavalry wai ordered 
to disperse tlie mob The latter fled 
precipitately when they saw the cav- 
alrymen riding with swoids drawn 
upon them, and sought refuge in 
houses and alleyways. Not all es- 
caped, however. Some of the less fleet 
of foot were knocked down and tram- 
pled upon by the horses, while others 
were struck by swords and badly hurt.

HAZI-ETOS, Pa., April IT.—The trou- 


ble which has been brewing between 
the Huns and Italians of MilnesrUle 
and vicinity for some time terminated 
Saturday night in a bloody battle. As 
a result two men are dead, two miss- 
ing—supposed to be lying at the bot- 
tom of a mine hole—and three others 
seriously injured. 


About 10 o'clock Saturday night a 


party of four Hungarians were comLpff 
to Harleigh. 
They had reached a 


point about half way down Fisher's 
hill, when they were attacked by 
eleven Italians. Tha latter instantly 
opened fire. The flrinjr was a signal 
fora concerted attack on the part of 
the Italians who seemed to swarm from 
the woods on every side.

The latter were outnumbered 
largely, and, becomingiUsmayed, broke 
and run precipitatelj". 


The yells of the victorious Italians 


echoed through the mountains and 
soon attracted a numer of villagers to 
the scene. At each point of attack in- 
jured men were found lying on the 
ground groaning from wounds

Christie was shot in the right shoulder.

Another man who was engaged in 


the battle, known as "No. 48," is miss- 
ing.

Another Hungarian is also miss- 
ing, and he Is supposed to have met tho 
same fate. In the special boarding 
houses in Harleigh, Latlmer and Hol- 
lywood there are a number of wounded 
men, but it is impossible to obtain the

A Great Meeting* of Dockers and Btver- 
slde Workers. 


LONDON, 
April 17.—Thousands of 


dockers and other riverside workers 
met in London yesterday afternoon 
to consider what attitude they might 
best adopt toward the Hull strike. 
Chairman Edwards made the first 
speech. He said that he was bitterly 
opposed to the immediate ordering ol a 
general strike at all ports of the United 
Kingdom as had been proposed in the 
resolution passed Friday by the con- 
ference of seventy-six delegates from 
dock laborers' unions. 


A conference of waterside delegates 


from all parts of the United Kingdom, 
he said, had been called to meet in Lon- 
don to-day and determine upon a course 
of action 
He appealed to the meeting 


to await the event of this conference; 
not to take an uncertain step, not to 
strike until a general strike should be 
ordered. He was authorized to quote 
the opinion of John Burns that no 
strike should be instituted before the 
conference should have discussed the 
matter. If the conference should order 
a strike John Burns would fight with 
the men through thick and thin. 


Joseph Wilson, M. P, spoke for the 


resolution passed by the conference of 
Friday in favor of a general strike of 
dockers to begin to-day. He appealed 
to those present that by immediate ac- 
tion they show their confidence in the 
justice of the cause of the Hull dockers. 


Ben Tillet, although of the opinion 


that London dockers favored immedi- 
ate action, believed that the men 
should wait until all were determined 
and united. When they were all ready 
to act he \\ould do his utmost to help 
them. 
The meeting eventually ap- 


proved a resolution calling upon the 
executives of all the unions to ascer- 
tain the views of the men as to the ex- 
pediency of a general strike the amount
